OLD-TIMER DIES 
AFTER LENGTHY 
PERIOD ILLNESS

Rev. Edward Cunningham, 0.M.I., 
‘Passes Away—Born at St. 
Albert 58 Years Ago 


,, Another old-timer of the Edmonton 
district, in the persomw of Rev. EA- 
‘ward Cunningham, O-M.L, came to 
his death in the city on Friday after- 
noon, following a lenethy fliness of 
more than eight months. 

The deceased was a native of St. 
‘Albert, having been born there fifty- 
elgh¢ years ago, at which time the 
city of Edmonton wes but a mero 
trading post. He recetved this prim- 
ary schooling at St. Albert, and com- 
menced his classified course at Iac 
La Biche, later going to Lac Ste. 
Anne. In 1881 he went to the Ot- 
| wwa university at which place he fin-/ 
tyhed his course. He entered the 
| Oblate order in 1889, and in 1890 he 
wes ordained priest by the late Rt. 
Rev. Vital Grandin, O.M.L, OD.D. 
The ordination took place in waat 
was known at that time as the new 
| cathedral of St. Albert. The deceased 
was the first half-breed to be or- 
dained a priest in western Canada. 
His first post was at Lac La Biche, 
where he stayed for a period of five 
years, and from there he moved to 
Onion Lake at which place he was 
located for twenty years. He came 
to Lac Ste. Anne two years ago. Dur- 
ing hia life, the deceased proved him- 
self to be a most valuable missionary 
for the work he did in educating 
and Christianizing the Cree Indians. 
Cree was tis mother tongue and he 
spoke the language very eloquently, 
and he also proved to be a great 
favorite among the Indians. 

In the moitih of December last, 
the deceased was seized by a para- 
lytic stroke which later Meveloped | 
inte heart trouble. He is survived 
by his mother, who is a resident of Bt. 
Aibert.

EXPERIENCES 


FOUR QUAKES: 


Injuries Inflicted on Several Men, 
Women And Children in 
Southern City 


FOS ANGELES, July 16.—Four 
Revere earthquakes here today 
threw the city and its suburb into 
excitement, indirectly cansed a 
number of injuries to men, wo- 
men and children and slightly 
damaged several buildings, chief- 
ly old ones, but none to a great 
extent, 

A sharp earthquake shock, the 
fourth since 10.30 o'clock today, 
was felt here at 6.13 tonight. 
There was no damage, 

While the shocks seemed to 
centre in Los Angeles, some of 
them were felt moro than thirty 
miles away, but as in this city, no 
material damage was reported. 


LOS ANGBLES, July 16.—A severe 
earthquake shock, the first at 10.17 
thie morning, and the wmecond and 
third at 10.27 and 1.29 this afternoon, 
created excitement throughout Los 
Angeles and its suburbs, caused dam- 
age of a minor nature to a number of 
buildings, and inflicted physical in- 
jury on several men, women and 
children. The morning tramor shook 
mortar from brick walls and pilaster 
from walls and ceilings, sending four 
persona to the receiving hospital with 
minor injuries and frightening the 
majority of the population. The 
shock at 1.27 was followed so quickly 
by the third at 1.29 that it was déffi- 
cult to tell just what damage could 
be attributed to either of these two. 

Business in many establishments 
came practically to a standstill after 
the third ehock and thirty minutes 
later the crowds were still gathered in 
the atreete, either tearful of returaing 
to work or interested in learning the 
extem of the damage. 

A plece of coping at Market and 
Main streets fell and struck a fire 
alarm box, gurning in an alarm. The 
response of the fire department and 
rumors flying throught the etreets 
caused some pereons to send for am- 
bulances, which was promptly re- 
sponded to. 

Cracks in the front walls of a faw 
buildings were reported after the aec- 
ond and third quakes and hospitals 
in departmestal #tores were over- 
flowing with fainting and hysterical 
women shoppers.

Official Announcement Is Made 
- at Ottawa to This

LEGISLATION READY 


In Event of Crisis, Government | 
Has Machinery to Re-Es- 
tablish Board 


Ottawa, July 16—The govern- 
ment has decided that pro. 
ecnt wheat board will not func. 
tion insofar as tho whcat crop 
of 1920 is concerned, The mar- 
keting of this crop will revert to 
the nsnal and normal methods of 
pre-war times, 


The government will, however, 
carefully watch the conditions ocut- 
side of Canada and will exercise tae 
right to proclaim the enabling legis- 
lation of last session if circumstances 
make it necessary so to act in the 
public imterest. From the present 
point of view, it ie hoped that no 
such action will be found neceasary. 

Legisiation passed a few weeks ago 
enabled the government to constitute 
a wAeat board, in continuance of the 
present wheat board. The wheat) 
board, under the bill, was to have 
well-defined powers and could be 
called into operation, by proclamma- 
tion in the Canada Gazette, should 
circumstances make it necessary. 

Foster Gives Statement 

In announcing the decision of tae 
government, Sir George Foster, min- 
ister 6f trade and commerce, Friday 
afternoon made the following state- 
ment: 

“The government has given very 

careful consideration to the course to 
be pursued in marketing the wheat 
crop of Canada for 1920. As is well 
known, a bill was paesed at the late 
session of parliament enabling the 
‘government to constitute a wreat 
board with well defined powers, 
which board could be called into 
operation by proclamation in thé 
Canada Gazette should circumstances 
make it necessary. 
“The preference of the government 
has been for @ return to normal meth- 
ods of grain marketing as soon as) 
such appeared to be warranted by 
conditions abroad. The three principal 
factors which last year dectded the 
government to establish the wheat 
board were these: 

"1) The fact that in Europe all) 
buying of wheat was controlled by the 
various governments etther separmely 
or in concert, and that the buying by 
our principal customers, Great Bri- 
tain, France and Italy, was carried on 
in concert.

The holiday season is here 
again. From the noise and dust 
and heat of the city, and the daily 
round of business and industrial 
employment and house-work, men 
and women b 
lakes, and the mountains, and the 
Coast, to spend a while with the 
children in idleness. 

Is the holiday a waste of time 
and energy? Are the idlers loaf- 
ing? Are they slackers? Should 
able-bodied men and women be 
ashamed of themselves to spend a

The human constitution 
will not stand perpetual strain, 
To keep incessantly on the job is 
to defy the laws of Providence, 
which have set bounds to the en- 
durance of both body and mind;

I have kta 
meadow of about sixty acres seeded down 
to red top and blue joint, and the wild 
parsnip is spreading so rapidly that it is 
choking out the hay. Would cutting the 
wild parsnip at a certain time kill them? 


or dig out the wild ».rsnip.— 
Fawn Lake. i ae ie | 
Answer—Cotting the wild parsnip will 
not entirely destroy them as the plants 
will again grow up from the roots. Cut- 
ting, however, just before the seed ma- 
tures, will help to keep them from epread- | 
ing. ‘The only sure means of destroying 
the weed is either to plow up the field! 
after the bay crop has been taken off and 
cultivate, or to apud them out. The latter 
would hardly be practicable, 


Strawberries, 


Question—Can strawberries be Lisws | 
successfully in Alberta? What varieties 


do you recommend? What time of the | 
year should they be set out, and on what 
kind of soil?—M.D,. 

Answer—Strawberrics: hare been grown 
successfully in Central Alberta for a num- 
ber of years; however, they require more} 
care and attention than most of the smail | 
fruits. On the University farm, Edmonton 
South, they have been grown for the last) 
féur or five years. H. A. Taylor, a mar- | 
ket gardener, also of Edmonton South, is/ 
growing etrawberries'on a commercial 
scale. 

In the Edmonton district the Senator 
Duntap is the outstanding variety and is 
grown by ninety per cent. of the people 
The experience of 
¢he majority of gardeners has been that 
the best time to set out strawberries is in| 
¢he spring of the year, during the rainy | 
geason. Strawberries will grow on almost 
any good aoil that does not contain too 
much clay; however, the best results are 
usually obtained when grown on a rich, 
sandy loam. 

If possible, the strawberry bed strould be 
located on the south side of a wall or bluff, 
and the plants should be weil muiched in 
the fall The mulch is for protection 
against the thawing and freezing in the 
spring, and not as & protection against the 
cold during winter.—E. J. Stowe.
